Dear Cesar, 


Enclosed are checks for $26.38 from scabbing companies, to be invested 
in the struggle to liberate the farm workers. I've been sending my proxies 
from Safeway, Acme Markets, and Tenneco, to the boycott committees, in case 
union members would like to attend their annual meetings. 


I had a call from Tom Dalzell last week about returning to work for the 
union, and thought it was time to let you know that I am still alive, plan- 
ing to come back, and what options are on my mind. My grandfather died (at 
94) in the fall, and as taking care of him these last two years was my main 
(only) family obligation, I am free on that score. I finish my course work 
for my Ph.D. in June and am planning to take my final exams in September, 
leaving only the writing of my thesis. Since I am this close to finishing, 
I hope to go ahead and get it, though I have no plans to teach and thus will 
not have much use for it. 


At present, I am considering the following options, all of which involve 
the union: 


1. Work with some international agency in Yemen. This would be for a year or 
two, and enable me to write my thesis there, and really learn Arabic (which I 
have been taking in school, with slow results), as well as really learning the 
language, culture, religion. I have begun enquiries with various U. N, agen- 
cies. It would also enable me to learn recruiting patterns for workers, and 
the impact on villages (social, economic, etc.) of the emigration, which would 
probably be the topic of my thesis. I would then plan on returning to Califor- 
nia, hopefully to a camp or the fields, but spending as much time as possible 
organizing, doing s-rvice center work, even getting out a newspaper. 


2. Go to work directly for tie Union in the summer or fall (dependent partly 
on how my exams are shaping up) in a project of your choice. I would be doing 
my thesis on the side, again on a topic of your choice. I have done some work 
on irrigation and water laws here, or could do it onthe history of the Bud 
Antle contract, comparison of enforcement of Teamster and UFW contracts, organi- 
zation and administration of a boycott, etc.... This would depend in part on 
what department I was assigned to and what you did, or did not want written 
about that work. I could give you pretty borad control over what I wrote on 
or didn't write, but it would have to be "scholarly" for me to get the degree 
and I would have to be in one department or place long enough (ie. a year) to 
get it done. 


3. My final major option is to return to farm work (the South? the Sacramento 
Valley?) and do my thesis less directly related to the union, though still 
probably on some aspect of agrarian society. As you know, I love farm work, 


and hate organizing, and take only mild pleasure in office work (and then pri- 
marily if Tehave a garden Soe so this option has appeal to me ona peneonal 


level but contributes the least towards any social goals of helping the unién 


or changing society.
